FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Vienna, July 7. A Courier from M. Gundel, the 
Qucen ot Hungary's Secre:ary at Paris, having vrough: 
an Account of fome Propofitions which were made by 
the French Minttters c nim and Count Stetnville, the 
Grat Duke’s Minifter there, inviting the Queen to 
enter into a feparatc and private Negowiaiion with 
that Grown, towards the Conclufion of a General Peace, 
and offering to fend a Perfon of Confidence imme- 
diaicly to Vienna for that Purpofe, her Mayjelty has 
been jleafid to order the following Anfwer to be re 
tute’d w th fe Infinuattons, and the fame to be com- 
maunicaied ac the Courtsof her Allies. 


H E Queen has been as attentive as it was human- 
T ly pollible, not to give any Shadow of a Pre- 
tence. to. ber unjaft Eneuifes for attacking her; and 
Cardinal Fleury mutt know better than any body her 
pacitick Sentiments. No Sort of Regard was had to 
them, at the Time when it was thought they might 
be able to opprefs her. The Queen has in her Hands 
autventick Proofs of all the Lil that was defign’d her, 
to a Degree even to lefe Sight of Chrittianty. The 
Hupes of (ueceedingahcrein are now vanifh’d, and a 
reat Change has happen’d in Affaizs. However, they 
ve belorelrand rutned and rfvaged her Dominions, 
everiurn’d the fundamental Conftiutions of the Em- 
pire, opprefied the Liberty of Germany, and it was 
pot the Fauk*of France that the Houfe of Auttria 
was not entirely annihilated, which it was pretended 
indeed did no jonger exift ; and all this has been done 
without the jeaft Regard to the Treaties, and to the 
moft folemn Guarantics. It was even boafted, that 
they would give Laws to the Queen upon the Baitions 
of Wisnne: Aud what was aim’d at was nothing lefi 
than to impofe the Yoke upon Germany, and upon 
all Lurope. The Caufe of the Queen is therefore be- 
come the Caufe of all the Princes of the Empire, who 
are true Patriots, and of al) chofe Powers who have at 
Heart Tranquility and Independance. The Point is, 
to fecure both the one and the other, with their Con- 
currence, without which we fhould work at a patch’d 
Peace. And alsho’ the Queen perfilts in her Modera- 
tion, and pacifick Sentiracnts, it is ftill equally juft 
and indifpentabie, as well .o redrets the extueme Inju- 
ries that Nave been already done her, aso fecure her 
againft the ‘ike Enterprizes for the future.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Vienna, July 7. A Courier from M. Gundel, the 
Quce of Hungary's Secreiary at Paris, having broughi 
an Account of tome Propofittons which were made by 
the Freoch Minttters ct) nim and Count Stetnville, the 
Grcat Duke’s Minifter there, inviting tie Qucen to 
enter into a feparaic and private Negotiation with 
that Crown, towards the Conctufion of a Generai Peace, 
and okey to fend a Perfon of Confidence imme- 
diatcly to Vienna for that Purpofe, her Mayjefty has 
been j leafed to order the following Anfwer to be re 
turn’d to ch fe Infinuattons, and the fame to be com: 
municaied ac the Courts of Allies. 


H E Queen has been as attentive as it was human- 
T ly pollivle, not to give any Shadow of a Pre- 
tence. to. ber unjaft Enemies for attacking her 3 and 
Cardinal Fleury mutt know better than any body her 
pacificle Sentiments. No Sort of Regard was had to 
thei, at the Time when it ‘was thought they might 
be able to opprefs her. The Queen has in her Hands 
autventich Proofs of all the Lil that was defign’d her, 
to a Degree even to lefe Sight of Chrittianty. The 
Hopes ob fucceeding therein are now vanifh’d, anda 
reat Change has happen’d in Affairs. However, they 
Rive belorelrand rutned and rfvaged her Dominions, 
overwurn'’d the fundamental Confticutions of the Em- 
pire, oppreffed the Liberty of Germany, and it was 
pot the Fauk*of France that the Houfe of Auitria 
was not entirely annihilated, which it was pretended 
indeed did no jonger exift; and all this has been done 
without the leaft Regard to the Treaties, and to the 
molt folemn Guarauties. It was even boafted, that 
they would give Laws to the Queen upon the Battions 
of Vienna. Aud what was ain’d at was nothing lefi 
than to impofe the Yoke upon Germany, and upon 
all Lurope. The Caufe of the Queen is therefore be- 
come the Caufe of all the Princes of the Empire, who 
are true Patriots, and of al) chofe Powers who have at 
Heart Tranquility and Independance. The Point is, 
to fecure borh the one and the other, with their Con- 
currence, without which we fhould work at a patch’d 
Peace. And altho’ she Queen perfiits in her plodeea- 
tion, and pacifick Seminsents, it ts ftill equally juft 
and inditpentabie, as well vo sedrefs the cxtueme Inju- 
ries that have been alteady done her, as to fecure her 
againit the ‘ike Enterprizes for the tuture.

Bologna, July 10. Actording to the laft Advices 
from uhe Ferrareze, the Duke de Montemar fent a few 
Days ago a Detachment of his Army to encamp at Ar- 
genone, and fecure a Paflage for our Convoys. The 
6th Inftant a Body OF about 2600 Huffars, Croatians 
and Pandoures mareh’d againttrhar Detachment and 
atiack’d it vigoroufly : The Spaniards, made a gallant 
Refiftance ius about an Hour; but the former fought 
{o furioytly that the Spaniards were put in diforder, 
and forced to take to theit Heels, ‘eaving their 
Baggage and Provifions behindithem. This Detach- 
ment, which is faid to have loft 400 Men, has re- 
join’d the Duke de Montemar at Buondeno. It is faid 
that the Auftrians did not jole above twenty Men in 
this Rencounter. 

Naples, July 3. The Court has fent a Circular Order 
to all the Places along the Coafts to be ‘upon sheir 
Guard again the Englih, Two Men of War of 
that Nation having appsar’d a few Days fince off of 
Palimonda, fome ut our Gallies made them the Signal 
for bringing \o, but the Englih anfwer’d the Compli- 
ment with a Btoad-Side, by which the Capitana, or 
Admiral Gailey, had her Maft thot away, and receiv’d 
other Damage 5 whereupon fhe, as well as the reft, 
retired quickly into thé’ Harbours, from whence they 
have fince fail’d for Caftel a Mare.

Ratisbon, July 19. The French and Pavarian Army 
being fo well iunrenched in.theiz Camp near Deggen- 
dorft, the Veldc Marthal Count Kevenhuller has been 
obliged to change his Plan of Operations. - His Ex- 
cellency has fenta Bedy of 5 or 6000 Hungarians to 
take Poft at Landau, and feveral other Places in the 
Neighbourhood of Landfhut. Six hundred Huflars 
pafs'd the Ifer a few Days fince at Landau, and drew 
nigh the French Quasters; upon which the latter fent 
out a Detachment of zoo Men againit them, which 
being quickly augmented to 1500, the Huflars were 
forced to retrcat over the Ifer, after haying loft 100 
Men. However, this did giot hinder another Party 
of Hungarians from repaifing the River the next Day, 
and advancing within five Leagues ef this City, in 
order to exact Forage from the Country ae ye Thole 
of the Upper Palatine fceing no Likelihood of being 
protected againit theit Incurfions, have refolved to 
pay the Contributions demanded.
